and the court, following the well established rule of law, that there can be no innocent purchaser under a 
forged title, sets the sale aside. 
This is but one of the many instanses which could arise in which the Examining attorney could not have 
seen the defect in the title, and in which an opinion is worthless. 
Had Mr. A purchased title insurance, the 
company would have been compelled to reimburse him in the loss he had sustained by reason of the failure 
of his title.
